PINE  TREE  SHILLING 

The  Pine  Tree  Shilling,  although 
not  the  first  coinage  within  the 
territory  of  the  Thirteen  Colonies, 
was  for  decades  the  only  Colonial 
money  issued.  The  "New  England" 
shilling  was  its  predecessor  - a 
circular  coin  with  nothing  more  than 
the  monogram  NE  on  one  side  and  the 
value  in  pence  indicated  by  Roman 
numerals  on  the  other.  It  was  so 
easily  clipped  that  within  a short 
time  of  its  inception  the  authori- 
ties ordered  that  "Henceforth  all 
pieces  of  money  coijned. .. .shall 
have  a double  ring  on  either  side 
with  this  inscription  HASATHUSETS 
and  a tree  in  the  center  on  the  one 
side  according  to  this  draught  here 
in  the  margent."  The  marginal 
drawing  was  a very  sketchy  one  and 
the  attempt  of  the  mint-master  to 
copy  it  resulted  in  a very  scraggly- 
looking  tree.  The  variety  known  as 
the  "willow- tree"  is  believed  to 
have  been  this  first  issue.  A more 
substantial  tree,  designated  the  Oak 
Tree  variety,  in  all  probability 
followed  the  first,  but  this  gave 
way  to  the  Pine  Tree  form  which  held 
the  field  until  1686,  the  last  year 
in  which  these  coins  were  struck. 


All  the  pieces  bore  the  date  1652, 
the  year  in  which  John  Hull  began 
striking  them  in  the  tiny  building 
in  the  rear  of  his  home  on  Tremont 
Street,  Boston.  The  silver  coined 
in  this  establishment  in  these 
thirty-foxir  years  is  estimated  to 
have  totaled  five  million  dollars, 
and  since  the  seigniorage  amounted 
to  5^,  John  Hull  and  his  partner 
profited  handsomely.  Hawthorne's 
tale  of  the  dowiy  given  to  Hull's 
daughter  Hannah  - her  weight  in 
coined  silver,  is  therefore  probably 
based  on  fact.

In  1792  the  newly  appointed  Gov- 
ernor of  Upper  Canada,  General  John 
Graves  Simcoe,  called  together  at 
Newark  (now  Niagara-on- the-I.ake)hia 
first  parliament.  One  of  the  most 
important  matters  on  the  agenda  was 
giving  serious  consideration  to  the 
state  of  the  money  then  in  circula- 
tion in  Upper  Canada,  After  many 
debates  on  the  subject,  parliament 
decided  it  would  be  a great  advan- 
tage to  have  a distinctive  Upper 
Canada  coin,  A committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  matter  of 
design,  minting,  and  any  proposal 
brought  to  their  attention  concern-i 
ing  the  proposed  new  coin. 

It  was  decided  by  the  committee 
to  prepare  dies  and  strike  a num- 
ber of  proofs  or  trial  pieces  be- 
fore placing  them  in  general  cir- 
culation. Accordingly,  in  179U 
dies  were  made  and  a number  of 
beautiful  halfpenny  pieces  were 
struck  and  shown  to  the  legisla- 
ture. 

The  Governor  Simcoe,  having  gone 
that  far  with  the  experiment, 
thought  it  advisable  to  take  the 
Home  Office  into  his  confidence. 
Accordingly,  samples  of  the  new 
halfpenny  pieces  were  sent  to  Big- 
land  with  a request  that  permission 
be  granted  by  the  Horae  Office  to 
circulate  them  in  Canada.  At  the 
same  time  a letter  went  forth  de- 
scribing the  monetary  conditions 
existing  in  the  Colony,  and  the  ob- 
stacles that  faced  trade  and  busi- 
ness there.  The  Home  Office  re- 
fused permission  to  circulate  the 
Jiew  coins,  but  they  were  not  un- 
> ympathetic  towards  the  Governor's 
plea  for  reform  of  the  money.  A 
new  issue  of  copper  coins  had  then 
been  struck  for  circulation  in  Ire- 
land, and  a large  shipment  of  the 
worn  out  Irish  Currency  they  re- 
placed was  sent  to  Canada.  Having 
seen  hard  service  in  Ireland  they 
were  very  dilapidated,  and  within 
ten  years  of  their  arrival  in  Canada 
it  was  difficult  to  find  one  that 
could  be  identified  as  of  that  issue 

In  1805  some  early  Canadian  mer- 
chant or  merchants  had  ordered  some 
very  beautiful  tokens  to  be  struck 
for,  or  rather  in,  England,  and  th^ 
were  quietly  placed  in  circulation 
in  Montreal  and  eastern  Upper  Canada. 
They  are  known  today  as  the  Hibernia 
tokens.  On  the  face  they  bore  the 
inscription  "For  Rublic  Accomodatiod 
One  Penny,"  and  on  the  reverse  an 
Irish  harp  was  stanped.  The  au- 
thors of  these  coins  are  not  known 
but  they  started  something  that  soon 
became  widespread,  private  issues  of 
copper  tokens.  The  clear-cut  de- 
signs on  these  tokens  was  in  great 
contrast  to  the  miserable  pieces  of 
metal  sent  out  by  the  Home  Office. 


OLD  FAKILY  flAMSS  ON  ENGLISH  TOKENS 

Collectors  of  token  money  should 
turn  to  the  17th  Century  series  of 
copper  tokens  of  the  greatest  variety 
and  interest.  If  your  ancestors 
came  from  the  British  Isles,  it  may 
be  a possibility  to  come  across  a 
token  issued  by  great,  great,  great 
gradnfather  if  he  was  a tradesman  in 
t!iose  days,  as  these  small  thin  far- 
things, half  pence  and  pennies  have 
the  surname  and  Christian  name  of 
many  of  the  grocers,  inn-keepers, 
bakers  and  candle  stick  makers  of 
the  period  from  l6k9  to  1672. 

These  tokens  were  illegal  but  were 
the  small  change  of  the  period  and 
were  useful  to  the  people  who  issued 
them  and  used  them.  Tbe  death  of 
Charles  I,  who  lost  his  head  over  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  him 
and  parliament,  put  an  end  to  the 
exclusive  royal  privilege  of  coining 
c.'pper  and  brass;  and  during  the 
time  of  the  commonwealth,  under 
Oliver  Cromwell,  no  copper  coin  was 
officially  issued,  and  because  of 
the  need  of  small  change,  this  pri- 
vately issued  token  money  appeared 
struck  in  copper,  brass  and  some-, 
times  in  lead.  Nine  or  ten  thousand 
different  issuers  put  out  these 
tokens.  They  are  generally  found 
round  in  shape  although  square, 
heart-shaped,  diamond-shaped  and 
octagonal  pieces  /<ere  made.  Most  » 
are  dated  which  is  fortunate;  the 
spelling  of  persons,  trades  and 
places  is  very  eccentric  and  varied 
which  shows  the  general  ignorance 
and  lack  of  education  of  the  common 
people  of  the  times. 

Each  issuer  chose  his  own  design 
and  many  were  minted  by  the  issuers 
themselves  on  small  coining  presses, 
although  some  tokens  were  engraved 
by  ex-engravers  of  the  Royal  Mint 
and  are  distinquished  by  the  ar- 
tists' initials. 

In  the  troubled  times  of  the  Civil 
War,  the  poor  and  needy  of  every 
town  increased  in  number,  and  many 
of  the  tokens  read  - "Remember  the 
Poore,"  - "The  Poore's  halfpenny,"  - 
"To  be  Changed  By  Overseers  For  The 
Poore. " 

Tradesmen  kept  boxes  with  several 
divisions  into  which  those  tokens 
of  the  various  tradesmen  were  sorted; 
when  sufficient  numbers  had  accumu- 
lated they  were  returned  to  the 
issuer  and  changed  into  silver  or 
notes. 

For  designs  the  token  issuer  de- 
picted old  buildings,  castles, 
bridges,  arms  of  trade-guilds, 
family  arms,  tavern  and  shop  signs, 
a device  Indicating  the  issuer's 
handicraft  or  trade,  people,  and 
allegorical  designs.  A typical 
token  of  the  period  has  on  one  side 
"Thomas  Cotton  of  Middlewich,  His 
Halfpeny,"and  on  the  other  "Although 
but  bras  yet  lot  me  pass^  1669."

Another  token  has  "Anthony  Search" 
around,  and  within  a beaded  circle, 
"Plain  dealing  is  best."  - on  the 
other  side  "In  Tenbury  167O"  around 
a shield  on  which  a queenly  figure 
is  represented. 

This  token  coinage  of  England  was 
issued  by  the  people  for  the  people 
and  it  speaks  of  the  people.  The 
issue  was  brought  forth  to  suoply 
the  needs  of  the  people  for  small 
change,  and  when  the  need  was  no 
longer  felt  after  1672,  the  use  of 
tokens  ceased  as  suddenly  as  it  had 
commenced  and  they  found  their  way 
from  the  hands  of  the  traders  into 
those  of  the  numismatists. 

Try  forming  a collection  of  them 
and  who  knows  but  what  your  family 
name  may  be  found  on  one  of  those 
tokens  of  long  ago.
